Mentioned p.302 Haynes Johnson’s "Bay of Pigs” — suppose 
this would be the "COSE Oiorejon) of the 1961 "Truck purchase" thing in N.O. 
bearing mentioned as a Bay of Pigs prisoner who with a buddy escaped prison 
bfiefly using a rope fashioned from their clothes, and were shortly recaptured 
and placed in isolation. 

Juan QUINTANA ... Mentioned p.115 Haynes Johnson book, as follows; "almost 
immediately after (Alejandro) Del Valle landed at San Bias to establish his Hdqtrs, 
he received word that Juan Quintana, the commander of the advanced post before 
Covadonga, war under attack." I suggest this is quite possibly the Juan Fran- 
cisco QU INTAN'A MAYA of CD 10S5 (t) (Heitman/Dallas) . 

Tony CUESTA .... Indexed to page 152 of CD 205 with the names Reraon FORT & 

Mario ALVAREZ, the page being "withheld from research", per Archives. This party 
was active in raids on Cuba (Hal V. has the mar azine article). As you know, page 151 
introduces a section dealing with physical evidence, and p.153 has to do with 
examinations of JFK clothing. Wasn't able to tie p.152 with an FBI Exhibit number 
but itprobably can should be done. I find in ray notes here that Tony CUESTA 
was working for the CIA and was^aptured by Cubans in May 1966. A refesarence 
which probably pertains in N. O. Times— Picayune 7 Aug 1967, Sec X pp 1-3. 

Manuel ROBRIGUEZ Orcarberro (CD 1085 secret/withheld) . All indices are nega- 
tive re; Rodrigues. However, its a fair bet that the reference Vol ,26 page 403 
(interview of Rev, Machann) applies; "He (Sa charm ) stated that he had no recol- 
lection of Manuel Rodriguez , George F. PARREL or any of the (other?? j.s.) 
officers of the Segundo Frente del Bscambray coming to his attention in connection 
with his work among the Cubans.” The interviewing was done by Inspector Kelley 
of the Secret Service on 30 Apr 64. 

PEREZ, Angel References; 22/154, 24/622, 24/673 , 25/620 , 25/647 , 25/736 etc. 

Name appeared on Mexican bus passenger list with that of Oswald. CD 732-b 
relates an unsuccessful effort to identify hhn thru immigration master files. It 
was thought he crossed the border into U,S. on 10/3,4, or 5 OR 11/2/63 . Ran across 
the name Angel Perez Cosne on p»162 of Batista’s "Cuba Betrayed" Vantage Press, 
first ecta, copyright 1962. Peres was President of "Executive Committee of 
Regional dubs." Visited Batista 5 Apr 57 to assure him of support following 
13 March 1957 attack on Presidential Palace. Just a longshot — the name is 
probably fairly cow on . 

GAUPF.T, William George .... Very intriguing! 1 (CD 75 pp. 588, 613 & 652), Have 
obtained p.588* GAUDE7 interview 27 Nov 63 by S/A John tfcu Miller of FBI at N.O. 
and "indicated that he has in the past been an employee of the C«X .A. " Address 
shown for him is PO Box 365 travel and, Mississippi. He left N.O. on 19 Sept 1963 
via Pan Americanfor 3 or 4 weeks i various Central & So* America countries, via 
a stop at Merida, Mexico( He says)... He was questioned as to whether Oswald was 
a passenger on the plane. Pare 613 is nodoubt a list of passengers on t hef light. 

On p.652 he is indexed with Kateri & jack C. Rodriguez and with Marie 0. Melvin 
L. Pluche. 

The Sunday 5/26/63 N.O. T-Pic. Section I p.13 shows Harvey M. WEARS of N.O. 
as having graduated w/B.S. degree from US Military Academy at West Point. Age 22. 

Son of Mrs. William C. Caudet of 640 Audubon, N.O. ; also the address of his 
stepfather, has member of Russian Language Club at VJeot Point, has graduated 
from Warwick High School in Net-port Hews, Va. 
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
